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Taft-Eisenhower 
Honeymoon Over 


Frankly, it came as a surprise. We 
admit we had expected the Taft influ- 
ence to be stronger and last longer. 

It was never a honeymoon, any- 
how—that of Sen. Robert A. Taft and 
of President-elect Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower. And now the senator is off the 
reservation, red about the jowls and an- 
nouncing in his own peculiar style, in 
which the man’s vanity as usual rises 
to the top, that General Eisenhower has 
made “an incredible appointment.” 

The ‘senator figuratively went 
through the roof over the appointment 
as Secretary of Labor of Martin Durkin, 
a registered Democrat, but one who had 
served in Illinois under both Republican 
and Democratic administrations in im- 
portant labor-committee capacities, as 
Secretary of Labor. 

The truth is, of course, the senator 
was never very far away from the roof 
and was waiting around for a chance 
to yo through it. 7 

He has been very close to it since 
he was defeated for the nomination. 
His first comment, after the victory, was 
that he himself could have won more 
easily than the general and would have 
brought more Republicans into the Con- 
gress. 

Now he engages in a political war 
dance and says that he made several 
recommendations of qualified men, all 
of which were ignored, and that the 
Durkin appointment is an insult and an 
affront to the labor members who voted 


for the general.

We don't think so. Durkin seems to 
he a good man, from all we can hear in 
the brief time since his appointment. 
The plumbing trades in Chicago have 
been among the most notoriously cor- 
rupt in the narrow field of the building 
trades unions. But Durkin seems to 
have been clean. 

The CIO, too involved in its own 
family row to talk, seems to consider 
him 2 good appointment. This is a sur- 
prise, considering Durkin’s AFL position. 

This means, of course, that Taft is 
to be in opposition. Around him will 
gather the Jenners, the McCarthys, the 
Dirksens and others who were his sup- 
porters and who never liked the gen- 
eral. The general is lucky to have Taft, 
the Ohio senator, make his public break 
this early. 

The senator's voice will be drowned 
in the general's visit to Korea. The 
prestige of that event will make it even 
more difficult for Senator Taft to 
prevail. 

This means, too, there will be a fight 
for the position of Senate majority 
leader—unless Senator Taft backs down, 
or the general relents. We hope he 
won't. He must know that Senator 
Taft was never for him, and will rarely, 
if ever, be in agreement with him on 
domestic or foreign policy. 

General Eisenhower has demon- 
strated his independence of Senator 
Taft and has strengthened his position 
with the people by so doing. 

It’s the best news since the con- 
vention.

As for the appointment itself, we re- 
serve opinion. 

On the face of things and on basis of 
logic, a member of a militant union 
would hardly seem to be the man best

No Southerner Appears 
In Ike’s Cabinet 


While President-elect Eisenhower 
generally seems to have made excellent 
and able appointments to the other 
cabinet positions, we must make reser- 
vations about his naming of Sinclair 
Weeks as Secretary of Commerce. We 
base these primarily upon the fact that 
he represents those forces which have 
traditionally opposed the industrializa- 
tion of the South and have held back its 
economic development with discrimi- 
natory policies. 

We base these also upon the fact that 
since 1949 Mr. Weeks has served as 
finance chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee and as such was re- 
sponsible for raising the huge sums nec- 
essary for the recent campaign. He 
knows the sources of these sums and 
will be unable to escape the charges of 


a 


favoritism that will surely be forth- 
coming. 

We have seen in the Democratic ad- 
ministration drawing to a close the re- 
sults of naming top party officials to 
key positions in government. The Jus- 
tice department scandals that followed 
appointment of similar men to the attor- 
ney generalship have been blamed upon 
political contributions and political pay- 
offs. Legal or not, some of the activie- 
ties have lent truth to charges of cor- 
ruotion in many other government de- 
partments. 


We recall, too, that Mr. Weeks’ fa- 
ther, the late John W. Weeks, was Sec- 
retary of War in the incredibly corrupt 
administration of Warren G. Harding. 
Although not personally involved in any 
of the scandals, his connection with a 
corrupt administration is remembered 
still. 

Mr. Weeks represents the vested New 
England industrial and banking interests 
that‘ have been traditional enemies of 
the South. As we pointed out during 
the campaign, many of the personalities 
surrounding the Eisenhower candidacy 
were associated with these interests. 
We shudder to think that Mr. Weeks 
might institute policies inimical to the 
South’s development. While hoping he 
will not, we must assume that he will 
and be prepared to oppose such plans. 

Some 46 per cent of Southern voters 
cast ballots for Eisenhower in the be- 
lief that their interests would be pro- 
tected and that the Republicans offered 
the best program for their welfare. To 
date, however, these millions of South- 
erners have found meager representa- 
tion on the Eisenhower ‘‘Team.”’ 


There is no Southern voice to speak 
for Southern interests. All cabinet ap- 
pointments are from the North and 
West. This is a disappointment to us 
and to the Southerners who voted for 
the GOP candidate and a blow to those 
of us who have hoped the Southern re- 
volt meant a growing two-party system 
and an end to GOP discriminations 
aguinst this section.

Georgia Needs Services 


Of Edward Everett 


We can only assume that Gov. Her- 
man Talmadge has no other idea than 
to reappoint Edward B. Everett, who 
has never in his life dabbled in partisan 
politics, as a member of the State Par- 
don and Parole Board. 


The suggestion has been made that 
Everett will be dismissed because he 
was an appointee of former Gov. Ellis 
Arnall. It is true that he was, but the 
appointment was one made by Governor 
Arnal] which was not political. The 
governor reached into the federal serv- 
ice to find the man when the board was 
created in 1943. 

He picked Ed Everett, who was born 
in Americus and who graduated at Mer- 
cer before going East for further edu- 
cational work. A veteran of the First 
World War, Mr. Everett was chief pro- 
bation officer for the Federal Court of 
the Northern District when he was asked 
to take the state job. He had never been 
in politics and he was not a partisan of 
either Talmadge or Arnall. 

For the past several years, an as- 
tounding 97 per cent of Georgia pris- 
oners released on parole have “made 
good.” There are no “forgotten men” in 
Georgia’s prisons. The parole board re- 
views every record periodically and au- 
tomatically. There has never been the 
slightest accusation of prejudice made 
against the board. 

For a while, until they learned Ed 
Everett was not in politics, some of the 
political figures, used to the old days of 
Ed Rivers’ pardon racket, tried to influ- 
ence him. When they failed, they be- 
came his enemies. 

He went ahead. The parole board 
broke up the old “8-Ball Squad.” It 
managed to effect the reformation of 
Forrest Turner, one of the more noto- 
rious prisoners of the old system, and 
make of him a good member of society. 

When Everett’s first term expired, 
some politicians of Governor Arnall’s 
group tried to persuade against reap- 
pointment. But Ed Everett was re- 
namned. He has served through three 
administrations. A career man, he has 
been scrupulously careful not to become 
even remotely identified with any fac- 
tion, 

Georgia needs this man. 

In his efforts to make a good gov- 
ernor, Herman Talmadge needs him. 
Everett has never opposed him. 

We believe all citizens and civic or- 
ganizations will do well to support a 
plea to keep this really valuable man, 
who holds the respect of all with whom 
he has served, regardless of politics.

Broke All Records

publicized them. That is, ascertain who, 

representing what interests, contributed and 

how much and what stake such interests 

had in government, as well as discovering 

the total amount spent and devising means 

to bring expenditures into some reason 
henceforth. 


It is generally recognized that invest- 
ment in political campaigns is not purely 
humanitarian or charitable in character. If 
we ever get at the root of the real problem, 
which is honest government honestly ad- 
ministered for all, it is essential to answer 
so far as possible the ‘‘who’’ and ‘‘why’’ of 
campaign contributions. 


From available official reports and from 
estimates of local politicians, The New York 
Times located $32,155,251 spent in the cam- 
paign for President and Congress. It made 
no claim that this was the rea] total which, 
it suggested, would run at least to the $40.- 
000,000 to $50,000,000 guessed at by Sinclair 
Weeks, the Republican National Commit- 
tee’s finance chairman, and it concluded 
that might be on the conservative side. 


The Times’ total broke down into $18, 
769,848 for Republicans and $6,847,725 for 
Democrats. 


The difficulty of arriving at a complete 
figu-e is caused by the contributions to, and 
expenditures by, numerous special commit- 
tees of one sort and another which are not 
required, except in the case of a few states, 
to report. Also, not counted were donations 
and expenditures within a state by private 
individuals to pay for some campaign 
venture. 


Such, for instance, as the Texas oil man 
who simply wrote out his personal check to 
pay for a state-wide broadcast through 54 
Texas radio stations by Sen. Joe McCarthy 
(Rep., Wis.). That was not reported. There 
were other: similar cases. 


It would be illuminating to know how 
much various segments of the oil industry 
alone contributed to the campaign because 
of oil’s direct interest in important legisla- 
tion te come before the new Congress. That 
includes the so-called Tidelands Oil Bill; the 
27 per cent oil depletion allowance that once 
again will become an issue when tax laws 
are revised; and a new bill to relax regu- 
latory laws covering natural gas, which af- 
fects big oil companies since they own the 
bulk of natural gas deposits. Oil contributed 
heavily, particularly in Texas, to the pre- 
convention campaign of President-elect E)- 
sennower against Senator Taft. as it did to 
the election campaign against Governor Ste- 
venson.

Woodpeckers From Courthouse Square 


A lady with keener eyes than mine. and 
a sharper insight into nature and her doings 
has also taken note of the fact that the acorn 
fall this year is the heaviest in the historv 
of living men, almost, and you _ squirrel] 
watchers and jay-bird lovers around the coun- 
try might be interested in her report. Be- 
fore I get into it, though, I'd like to intro- 
duce to Constitution folks a lady who writes 
for The Atlanta Journal some of the most 
beautiful prose you'll find 
in any newspaper today— 

Mrs. Edna Cain Daniel! of 
Quitman. 

Mrs. Daniel, who also 
writes with a light and 
sprightly wit when she 
chooses, starts out by ob- 
serving that in south Geor- 
gia, too, the fal] of acorns 
is heavy, and that the 
squirrels are fatter and 
sassier than they have 7 7 
been in years. They are, in fact, feeling 
so chipper that they do not even. bother to 
store away all the acorns they find. Some- 
times they just sit in a tree with a surplus 
acorn, waiting to pelt some unsuspecting citi- 
zen with it as he passes below. 

She seems to detect, too, a serious short- 
age of knotholes in south Georgia, which 
frustrates the squirrels somewhat, and also 
frustrates, indirectly, Miss Edna. She put 
up some fancy birdhouses for the birds 
around her house,.and they refused to use 
them. So she shinnied up to investigate and 
found out that squirrels had filled the bird 
boxes up with nuts. They would sit in there 
all winter, eating nuts, and when the birds 
came in the spring they found the boxes 
full of shells. Being tidy housekeepers, the 
birds naturally refused to dwell in such slum- 
like dwellings and went somewhere else. 

“T was interested,’’ she continues, ‘‘in the 
theory you offered that jay ‘birds, for all 
their cussedness, should get credit for bury- 
ing ecorns which in time become mighty 
Oaks. 

“T don’t know if they do, but I have seen 
squirrels dig holes, nose acorns in and cover

As 
this work went on they would occasionally 
fly over to a nearby church which had some 
tin roofing and they would drum on the tin 
and holler to each other, a harvest song, no 
doubt. 

In late winter and early spring the acorns 
appeared to be softened, and it also ap- 
peared that some insect had deposited an 
egg in them and a comfortable fat grub 
had resulted, which came in ‘Yight handv 
when worms were few or none. [yam no 
naturalist tramping the woods and seeking 
out the secrets of the wild, but that was the 
way I saw it and if it is so the woodpeckers 
would know about it. 


“The redheaded woodpeckers no longer 
enliven the square. You heard a lot about 
‘prosperity’ and some of it must have been 
so. The county felt able to hire a tree ex- 
pert to prune out the dead wood in the oaks 
at 55 an hour and the old phone and light 
poles have been replaced by sound, treated 
poles with nary a crack in which to hide 
an acorn. If the redheads ever return I 
shall feel we are getting back to normalcy.” 


[ don’t think Miss Edna ought to be too 
disturbed about this. From what some of

Soviet Military Tribunal Sentences 
3 “rade Conspirators’ to Death

MOSCOW’, Dec. 2—A special mil- 
ltary court in Kiev has sentenced 
to be shot as “‘enemies of the peo- 


ple’ three men convicted of ‘‘coun- 
fer-revolutionary wrecking’’ for 
engaging in a trade conspiracy. 

The case, involving crimes in the 
field of speculation, commercial 
embezzlement and general trade 
racketeering estimated to ‘/have 
cost the state ‘‘hundreds of thou- 
sands of rubles,’’ was reported by 
the Kiev newspaper. Pravda of the 
Ukraine. 

The Kiev report is the first in 
which a military tribunal has been 
summoned to act in the field of 
commercial crime. The death pen-

10.000 seedlings with a tree planter. 
He proved last year that he had 
learned a lot about forestry when 
he won a $25 fire pump by making 
the highest score on a test at the 
South Georgia 4-H Forestry Camp. 

The 4-H’er is now carrying out 
modern forestry practices on his 
home farm— pruning trees. 

“Pruning develops trees into the 
highest quality saw logs.’’ he said. 
‘Logs that are naturally pruned 
are scarred and have holes in 
them. In hand pruning or cutting. 
the limb is cut when it is small 
enough for the tree to heal over the 
knot. Clear wood forms where a 
snag would be if the limb was left 
to decay and drop off.”’

POULTRY INDUSTRY 

The skvrocketing broiler industry 
is the greatest industrial and agri- 
cultural activity contributing to the 
growth of Gainesville. As the hub 
of eight Northeast Georgia coun- 
ties in which broilers have brought 
a better standard of living on thou- 
sands of farms, the city is strate- 
gically located for maximum ben- 
efit from this new industry. 

In 1951 an estimated 100,000,000 
broilers were produced in_ the 
Gainesville trade area. 

Broiler production has brought 
thousands of dollars to farmers, 
feed dealers and employes of poul- 
try processing plants. It has 
brought about the construction of 
processing plants and thus created 
hundreds of new jobs within as 
well as outside the incorporated 
city limits. 

OTHER INDUSTRIES 

But Gainesville has not rested on 
the laurels of the poultry industry 
‘alone.

Made Kasy

Science takes half the work out 
of exercise. It’s done with kinesi- 
ology, the science of muscular 
movement. Once you get the 
knack of muscle action you can, 

without waste motion, carry on 
' to streamlines. 

You don't have to exercise all 
696 muscles in the body to keep 
fit and slim in the middle. A 
trio of calisthenics designed to 
nip in the waist, strengthen the 
muscular girdle and tone the big 
hip muscles will keep you shape- 
lv. This doesn’t mean that a 
week from Wednesday you can 
expect to be streamlined as all 
get out, but at that your waist- 
band will not be such a tight fit. 


FRONT MUSCLES FIRST 

The flabbiest muscles in the 
midsection are likely to be tha 
group of front musc]1es—the 
girdle muscles. Start the toning 
there with single leg raising from 
a flat-on-the-back position. Why 
not double raising to make it 
twice as streamlining? Because 
that exercise imposes too much 
strain on weak muscles: also it 
tends to pull the small of the 
back off the floor which leads to 
swayback and actually makes 
the stomach appear bigger. 

To be on the safe side, take 
the exercise from the safety posi- 
tion as follows: 

Position: Lying on back on 
floor, left knee bent, right leg 
straight down. 

Movement: Raise right leg 
gstraight up in air and slowly 
lower. As leg is lowered, keep 
girdle muscles strongly con- 
tracted until the end of the move- 
ment, or all slimming bets are 
off. Repeat exercise _ slowly, 
three times, later six. Then bend 
the right knee and raise and 
lower left leg six times. 

NIP WAIST NEXT 

To nip in the waist, add a 
gentie twist. This is an easy 
exercise; still if there is anything 
wrong with your lower back, 
better skip it. The rule is to 
avoid all exercise that involves 
twisting. . 

Position: Lying on back on 
floor, left knee bent, right leg 
straight down. 

Exercise: Twisting gently at 
waist, touch knee point to floor 
on right side. Come back to posi- 
tion, slide leg down, bend other 
knee and twist gently at waist. 
Repeat 3 to 6 times, keeping the 
back on the floor as much as 
possible . . . then the waistline 
muscles take the action. 

Now to tone the 
‘muscles: 

Position: Lying face downward 
on floor, head resting on folded 
arms, legs straight down. 

Movement: Raise alternate 
legs in air, keeping knee straight 
. . . hold. Lower leg and repeat 
slowly, six times. The holding 
does the toning trick. Perform 
with the other leg. 
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even over breakfast coffee.

If you are 28.4 years of age.

There are 2,597 children listed and 
13,660 persons over the age of 21. 

Figures show that among the 
population 18,285 are whites, 2,793 
are Negroes and there are two 
persons of other races. 

There are more married men 
over the age of 14 in East Point 
than there are women, strangely 
enough. According to Mr. Census 
Taker, 7,938 males are over 14 and 
2,/8¢ are married. 

Only 5,622 of the 8,041 females 
age have taken the 
leap. 

The median income among the 
21,000-odd citizens in 1949 among 
families and unrelated individuals 
was $3,207. This figure was derived 
by taking a sample of one out of 
five of the entire city population. 

Other figures show that there are 
9.010 married couples in the city 
and 5.180 own their own house- 
holds.
